In a recent re 
tives Dr. Wiley of the : 
makes statements which must shake the con- 
fidence of the people in law or in its ministers. 

Writing as though no pure food law had ever 
been passed and as though the reforms sup- 
posed to have been effected by it had never been 
accomplished, he declares tha: the use of pre- 
servatives in food stuffs is undermining public 
health and, more than anything else, accoulits 
for the great increase of kidney troubles. - 

Qne of the abuses which the pure food law was 
designed to remove was the “embalming” of food. 
Of all the evils complained of none was more 
real and offensive than this. There was adultera- 
tion in plenty and substitution was widely prac- 
ticed, but chemical analysis established the fact 
in most cases that the substances employed were 
not injurious. 

As to the use of preservatives, however, the 
known facts and the inevitable conclusions were 
widely different. These chemicals are active poi- 
sons and it is easily possible by the free consump- 
tion of food products thus treated to take them 
into the system in quantities that are certain to 
be harmful. ! 

The pure food law, which has been in-forve for 
almost two years, contains a clause plainly pro- 
hibiting the use in food of “any added poisonous 
or deleterious matter injurious to health,” and 
the penalty for violation of this provision, as of 
most of the others, is ane or imprisonment or 
both. 

If there has been a single important prosecution 
under the pure food law the fact is not now re- 
called. It took a prodigious scandal, an injurious 
assault upon many great industries and a vast 
amount of labor in and out of Congress to perfect 
the legislation now in force. What was the use— 
if what Dr. Wiley now says be true? 

It is to be feared that in our multitudinous 
efforts to achieve reform we are developing crusa- 
ders rather than administrators. Nothing is much 
easier than denunciation. Nothing is much harder 
than to bring important laws and powerful viola- 
tors-thereof face to face. 

If the Government is in possession of evidence 
that, in spite of all the agitation and legislation 


which have been had on the subject of pure food, 
the people are still dying of slow poisons used 


either to preserve or to improve ,the appearance 
of canned goods, it need. not trouble Congress 
with the matter. It should go to the courts. Con- 
gress has spoken. It is not likely to do more un- 
til. some effort shall have been made to enforce 
its awill.

other purpose than agitation and must 
themselves constantly in the public eye by means 
ot sensational assertions, the idea of real reform 
may as well be abandoned. Co-ordinating means 
to ends, securing evidence that will stand legal 
tests, gaining indictments and pursuing them 
steadily to convictions is not a spectacular work, 
but by such methods only are we to gather the 
fruits of past labors.

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THE NEW CHARTER MOVEMENT, 

It is a long road and a rough road to charter 
revision for any great city, and there is reason to 
believe that in the case of. St. Louis it will be 
something worse than that. . 

The movement has taken shape in the Munici- 
pal Assembly and in the course of a year or two, 
if all goes well, we may hope to have in hand 
or in sight a concrete proposition. In the mean- 
time, while furthering every well-considered pre- 
liminary, the people should give the problem in- 
creasing attention. There will be no lack of plans 
and theories; the difficulty will be to get rid of 
most of them and confine the discussion to first 
principles. 

One question shouldbe settled early, and that 
is whether the town is to be a self-governing 
entity or, as now, is to rule itself in some things 
ard be'ruled by outsiders in many things. If 
there is to be a continued division of authority 
between the State and the municipality it is 
hardly worth while to talk about a new char- 
ter, for amendment wilf answer every purpose. 
Divided authority never yet produced the best 
possible results either ih private or in public 
life. In a city government it is most emphat- 
ically cut of place. If the State is to govern 
the town it should take full responsibility. If 
the town is to govern itself its,agents and in- 
strumentalities should have their powers’ so 
clearly defined that there n«ver will be any ques- 
tion as to their accountability. 

One objection to interference by the State in 
the affairs of a city lies in the fact that respon- 
sibility is remote. Exclusive home rule corrects 
this evil in theory, but not always in practice. 
An electorate debauched or hide-bound in par- 
tyism may condone faults that are well nigh 
unbearable.

self-government is conceded, it 
is probable that the wisest course is tc 
eoncentrate power and accountability upon 
the Mayor, but in such a case i* is vitally im- 
portant that care be exercised to prevent him 
from becoming the master of the City Council.

Maplewood and Greenwood by their shotgun 
patrol prove that crime cannot go far against the 
inherent force of a law-abiding community, once 
it is roused to self-protection. When the com- 
munity bristles, crime must cease forthwith. 

Slumbering beneath the peace of every well- 
ordered town, village and hamlet in the country 
is the same power capable of being called to action 
in a moment—demonstrating the full power of 
which a part, but only a part, is delegated to 
and exercised by the law’s officers in ordinary 
times. 

When the extiasedinkey case calls for it every 
citizen becomes an officer of the law, and the 
law itself expressly provides for extreme: exigen- 
‘ies. In fact, the citizen is the law. Peaceable 
citizenship is the repository and the embodiment 
as well as the result, development and highest 
illustration of law. 

This does not mean that a citizen may take 
the law wholly into his own hands in any ‘case, 
for to that extent he wrongfully takes it out of 
the hands of the community. It is only when he 
represents the common authority that he is pow- 
erful. 

_The right to protect one’s property with neces- 
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sary force against unlawful force goes without 








saying and runs hand in hand with the law of 
self-protection of the person. The shotgun patrol 
of Maplewood and Greenwood has been no more 
than a common assertion of the most ancient 
and venerable rights we enjoy, and by this effect- 
ive means the citizens do well to demonstrate 
generally that there is a point beyond which 
marauders cannot go.

The fact, in itself, that so few forcible attempts] ; 
at crime succeed contrasted with the failures, 
even when the object is a single household or a 
single unsuspecting individual, should have exer- 
cised ‘and doubtless does exercise a deterrent inr. 

It will be greater as the truth is im- 
pressed that success comes to the criminal only 
by rare chance undér the best conditions that he 
may select.

Comic¢e ~alentines were designed for people who 
know how to take a coarse znd brutal joke.

It may be also that there are so many more varie- 
ties now than formerly that it is easier to select 
one that has some coarse application to the per- 
son who is to receive it. 
At any rate, murders, fights and suicides, now 
often ascribed to comic valentines, were rarely 
heard of years ago-when thes? missives were so 
rude and so limited in design that they caused 
nothing more violent than a sneer or a smile.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 15.—Count Leo Tolstoi, 
the Russian novelist and. philopher, has been in- 
formed that the holy synod is considering the ques- 
tion of readmitting him into the church of Russia. 
He replies that it is of little importance to him 
whether he is in or out of the church. He insists 
that ‘the members of the holy synod are not Chris- 
tians and their actions in Christian affairs can 
therefore be of no importance. 

The holy synod took up the question of the re- 
admittance of Tolsto! into the Greek Catholic 
church without action on the part :f the aged writ- 
er. A great many of the members of the synod con- 
tended that Tolstoi should be taken back into the 
church, as he is a great and good man and. has 
reached that age where his departure from this life 
may take place any day. 

The more conservative members of the synod, 
however, insist that it would be wrong to take Tol- 
stoi back into the church without exacting a promise 
from him that he would obey the tenents of the 
church and never criticise its heads and leaders. 

Friends of Tolstoi say that he does not care 
enough for the church to do that and that such. a 
promise would never be exacted from him, as he 
considers himself more of a Christian than any 
member of the holy synod. te

PARIS, Feb. 15.—The visit of Prince Eitel Fred- 
erick of Germany to Paris as he was returning to 
Berlin from Lisbon is of the greatest importance as 
proving Emperor William’s desire to conciliate 
France. The Emperor’s second son is the first mem- 
ber of the German Imperial family to enter this 
capital since some of them rode into it at the head 
of their victorious army. But in these piping times 
of peace the young Prince’s presence here may pave 
the way to something of infiniteiy more consequence. 
For, it is well known, Entperor William cherishes 
the hope that he may yet visit Paris and that her 
people will cheer him in her streets, 

Emperor William could not have sent a worthier 
representative to break’ the fast-dissolving ice of hos- 


tility. Prince Eitel, in his twenty-fifth year, is tall, 
strong, good looking, with blue eyes and a com- 
plexion almost too blond. His manner is simple, 


frank, cordial. He speaks French with difficulty and 
with a strong German accent, but he understands it 
perfectly. Probably he felt the joy which inspires 
any young man on his first visit to Paris. 

But County Clary, one of the best shots in France, 
and one of the few who were invited to meet the 
Prince here, insists that Napoleon’s tomb, in the 
Hotel des Invalides, attracted the young Hohenzol- 
lern infinitely more than anything else in Paris, The 
Prince could not repress unaffected signs of deep 
emotion when he first beheld the porphyry block 
which incloses the remains of him who won at Aus-§ 
terlitz. 

Whatever was the greatest attraction, the Prince 
tried hard to persuade his father to let him prolong 


his stay here. He said he hoped to return soon, for 
he was captivated by tlre perfect courtesy he re- 
ceived from all he met.

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“SHUT UP,” JUDG 
OADERS ANOTH 


Minority Member of Jackson Coun- 


ty Court May Appeal for 
Speech Freedom. 











KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 15.—Judge 
George J. Dodd of the Jackson County 
Court threatens to appeal to a higher 
tribunal and find by what authority the 
other two members of the court can or- 
der him to “shut up.’’ He declares that 
he has wearied of being “gagged” and 
“sit down on.’’ 

The court, which has the handling of 
the funds of the largest county in the 
State in population, is divided, two to 
one. Judge Dodd is the one and Judge 
J. M. Patterson and Judge C. E. Moss 
are the ‘“‘majority.” Judge Dodd calls 
them the ‘“‘Czars.’’ 

All are Republicans and to Judge 
Dodd belong the distinction of being the 
first of that political faith to represent 
the eastern district of the county in 4 
years. But the question with him is 
whether he represents. He declares that 
he is being made a “‘filler’’ and the butt 
for “the shorter and ugiler word.’’ 

He believes the other two judges 
are in a conspiracy against him. He 
voices this belief frequently and 
without hesitation. In support of his 
contention. he points to the fact that 
the other two judges, put through a 
rulé that no motion cold go On the 
records unless it had a’‘second; Nei- 
ther of the other judges will second 
one of Dodd’s motions. He cannot get 
on the records. 

Somctimes when Judge Dodd gets 
too emphatic Judge Moss tells him in 
uldiplomatic language to make less 
noise. Then Judge Moss is apt to 
fling himself from the bench and hie 
himself away to his farm, there to 
sulk until the next meeting of the 
Court. 

Recently Judge Dodd felt called up- 
on to. refer to Judge Patterson as 

“ezar.” Judge Patterson retorted hy 
questioning Judge Dodd's’ veracity. 
In doing so he did not make use of 
any Latin derivatives. This was the 
‘signal for another of Judge Dodd's 
flights to the farm. 

“I don’t care where you go,” said 
Judge Patterson to him on one occa- 
sion. “I don't care if you never come 
back. I hope you never come back.” 

On another occasion Judge Moss 
thrust a long finger to within close 
proximity to his colleague’s nose and 
remarked with some feeling: 

“You wait until I finish speaking 
before you break in. You do your 
own talking and I'll do mine. I know 
you can talk enough for the whole 
Court and more too, but you wait till 
I finish.”

Trial at Ft. Myer, Va., Will 
Aid Signal Bureau in Its 
Decision.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Another ef- 
fort was made today at the signal of- 
fice to obtain satisfactory bids for the 
construction of a dirigible ballcon. Pro- 
posals, including price and time for 
construction, were opened in Gen. Al- 
len’s office. 

Ten bids were received. All the pro- 
posals will be submitted to a board for 
examination and report. The following 
is a list of the bids: 

Harry B. Schiller, Philadelphia, $33,- 
500, 180 days; Soren C. Rockmen, Phila- 
delphia, $25,000, 180 days; Raymond An- 
glemire, Chicago, no price stated, 90 
days; Bumbaugh & Heimann, St. Louis, 
$10,000, 250 days; Louis Luppetts, Paris, 
$20,000, 90 days; Carl E. Myers, Frank- 
fort, N. Y., $11,994, 120 days; William 
Reiferscheid & Co., Streator, Ill, $8000, 
150 days; Charles Ellis, Toledo, O., $10,- 
000; no time stated; Thomas S. Baldwin, 
New York, $6750, 150 days; Peter Coop- 
er Hewitt, New York, $20,000, 200 days. 

The specifications cover the construc- 
tion of a dirigible balloon to carry a 
combined weight of 350 pounds and at 
least 100 pounds of ballast.

The Labor party 
understands our case. Every one in 
Ireland wants denominational educa- 
tion. It is not a question of Catholics, 
Protestants, Episcopalians and Presby- 


terians. We all want denominational 
education. England has tried to force 
a mixed system on us and she has 
failed. I think the Labor party quite 
appreciates our position and fully rec- 
ognize that we have a right to order 
things in our own house.”’ 

“But what about the English educa- 
tion question? You and the Labor par- 
ty take opposite sides; may not your 
division on this question lead to a di- 
vision on the home rule question?’ 

*“T do not think so. I admit that there 
is a difference between the Irish educa- 
tion and the English education ques- 
tion. The demand of the Irish Cath- 
olics for education, like the demand 
practically for everything, is a national 
one. Education in freland has to be 
decided in accordance with the views 
of the Irish people. We are not to be 
outvoted on a purely Irish question by 
Englishmen and Scotchmen.”’ 

“The English educational question is 
an English question, yet you vote on 


“Yes, but it Is not our fault that we 
are voting on it. Englishmen force us 
to attend their Parliament. While we 
are there (very much against our will, 
remember) we must vote according to 
our conscience. But Englishmen have 
the remedy in their own hands. Let 
them restore the constitutional rights of 
which they have robbed us. Let them 
allow us to attend to the affairs of our 
country alone, in our own Parliament, 
established on our own soil, and then 
they can deal with their own qugstions 
in their own way, without any interfer- 
ence whatever from us.°’ 


Reduced Majority Predicted. 
‘‘Well, Mr. Redmond, to return to the 
next general election, you think that the 
Liberals will come back with a re- 
duced majority?” 

‘*Yes.”’ 


‘‘What then?” 

“Well, I take it that they will deal 
with the question of the House of Lords 
at once, and having won at the polls 
on that question I do not suppose that 
the House of Lords will be able to hold 
out against the ministerial measure of 
reform. No doubt in the event of fric- 
tion between the two houses over the 
question the English sovereign will in- 
tervene and insist on a settlement.’”’ 
“What kind of a settlement do you 
think will be made?’’ 

“A limited veto on the lords would no 
doubt be insisted on, rinally agreed to. 
They cannot be allowed to go on for- 
ever stopping everything.”

Of 
course, a national university in Ire- 
land must be a Catholic university in at- 
mosphere as a national university in 
Engiand would be. a protestant uni- 
versity and a national university in 
Scotland would be a Presbyterian uni- 
versity. We think there ougnt to be a 
university in Belfast, but it should have 
no religious test any more tha the 
national university for which we ask. 
It will doubtless be frequented by some 
Catholics, but the great majority would 
be Presbyterians, for Belfast is a Pres- 
byterian center. The university which 
I trust the government will establish 
in ‘Dublin will be the national uni- 
versity of Ireland. It will have no re- 
ligious test. There will, I trust, be 
Protestants as Well as Catholics on the 
Senate; laymen as well as ecclesiastics. 
It will be a university, I hope, broad- 
based upon the popular will. I suppose, 
as has been said, there will be three 
colleges associated with the university. 
What is now called Queen’s College in 
Galway, the Queen’s College in Cork 
and a new college to be created in 
Dublin. I shall be surprised if there 
is any serious opposition offered to the

Protest Against Persecution of 
of His Race Through Pre- 
judice of Centuries. 





CHICAGO, Feb. 18.—The story of 
the crucifixion of Jesus by the Jews 
was declared to be a slanderous myth 
by Dr. Emil G. Hirsch fn his last Sun- 
day’s sermon at Sinai Temple. He re- 
garded the account of the crucifixion 
as largely fanciful and declared in- 
tolerant Christians had distorted it to 
make it appear that the Jews execut- 
ed the founder of the Christian 
Church. / 

“The account of the crucifixion is 
not possible of belief by those who 
have studied the customs of the age 
in which that great leader livtéd,” said 
Dr. Hirsch. “The Jewish law did not 
provide such a punishment, and the 
Jews could not have enforced it if 
it had. The details of the trial are 
not in accordance « with practice. 
Finally, the varying accounts of the 
supposed event in the different gos- 
pels are so contradictory that - no 
judge would admit them in evidence 


'n any court. 
Charge Brings Woe. 

“But the myth that the Jews cru- 

ied Christ has come ringing down 

.@ ages, ever and anon receiving im- 

etus from some so-called savant. Its 
harvest of the years has been in- 
justice to the Jews, persecution, 
branding with irons and death and 
ostracism from_ society. Recently 
Prof. Nathaniel Schmidt of Cornell 
University has written a pamphlet in 
which he preves to himself that cer- 
tain recently discovered portions of 
the gospel substantiate the charge. 
He kindly adds, however, that the 
present-day Jews probably had noth- 
ing to do with the supposed event of 
20 centuries ago. 

A few days ago I saw a review of 
Prof. Schmidt’s work. The reviewer 
merely says ‘The Jews crucified 
Christ.’ So it goes. I say the cruci- 
fixion ts a myth, but the Unitarians 
continue to ery out against the Jews 
and to so teach the children in their 
Sunday schools. And when they meet 
the Jewish child on the street they 
point a derisive finger at him and cry 
‘You Christ killer!’ 

Calls for Justice. 


“We owe it tc 15 centuries of fa- 
thers and mothers to make a fight 
against ‘prejudice. To do justice to 
fellow man, show mercy to the weak 
and walk humbly with the Lord Thy 
God are the spirit of Jewish ethics. 
If you have a pride in your righteous- 
ness, you have not the Jewish relig- 
ion. Christians invented the slander 
that the Jew is righteous proud, as 
they did the worst charge of all, that 
the Jew knows not virtue and 
through him comes all evil. 


“The cowardly assassin at Lisbon; 
the bomb thrower in Russia and the 
man surfeited with the power of mon- 
ey in America all will be struck 
down.. How long will the masses 
stand before they force the greedy 
oppressor from the banquet board?

No Personal Contact. 

Werner and the Chinese have lived in 
the little cottage on the hill since the 
first of last October. They do their own 
cooking and washing, and have no 
communication with outsiders exccpt 
at long distance. Each morning Wer- 
ner goes to the storeroom and gets ra- 
tions for himself and Mon. Then he 
returns to the cottage and each pre- 
pares his own breakfast. After’ the 
morning meal, Werner and his charge 
take a walk. Quarantine is a big place 
end well wooded. There is space 
enough there for a thousand persons 
to ramble about the grounds and never 
come in contact with cach other, conse- 
quently there is no danger of a pé@rson 
with smallpox catching leprosy, and not 
the slightest chance of the leper con- 
tracting the smallpox. 

Wing Mon washes 
and so does Werner. 
in actual physical contact 
other at any time. 

“There is no danger of my getting the 
disease,”’ said Werner, “as it is com- 
municable only by actual contact, and 
then only when there is an abrasion of 
the skin. At the same time, however, I 
take cure not to put myself in the way 
of infection.’’ 

Dr. Dwyer’s treatment of Mon con- 
sists of tonics, plenty of nourishing 
food, and as much fresh air as he can 
absorb. He requires him to Stay out of 
doors as much as possible ‘and to cat 
frequently, and drink large 
of good rich milk—such as the cows at 
Quarantine give. 

“Mon is improved greatly,” said Dr. 
Dwyer to a_ Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“and I hope to cure him, although the 
textbooks assert leprosy is not cura- 
ble. Possibly it is not, but I am con- 
fident I can make Mon look so much 
like a well man he will not be locked 
up again. I am giving him a strong 
tonic and he is provided with a lotion 
for external application that has done 
much good, but I rely principally on 
fresh air and the good food and exer- 
cise to bring him around.’”’ 

The doctor, by the way, holds that 
the healthiest spot in the United States 
is Quarantine. There is never any ill- 
ness there except smallpox, and that 
has to be imported.

Nurse's Life Is Lonesome. 

John Werner, the man who has isolat- 
ed himself with Wing Mon, is a bach- 
elor 41 years old, He has been a small- 
pox nurse three years and has no fear 
of any infection. 

“The only objection to the job,’’ said 
Werner, “is that it gets lonesome here 
with ‘no one to talk to and nothing to 
do. When it gets too tough I take a 
walk over to the kitchen and sit on a 





box about 20 feet from the door and 
pass the time o’ day with the cook.” 
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Wing Mon has a personal history of 
interest aside from the affliction that 
has isolated him from the world. He 
says he was a. prosperous laundryman 
in Frisco when the earthquake put him 
out of business. He came to St. Louis 
and opened a laundry in the county, 
near Ferguson. He lost’ his way one 
cold night and his feet were frozen. He 
dropped a flatiron on one of them and 
neglected the wound. Gangrene set in 
and when he reached the City Hospital 
the surgeons took the bones out of his 
left foot. Soon after that he had 
trouble with his face, and after sev- 
eral weeks was sent to the skin and 
cancer hospital, where he was declared 
to be a leper. 


Educating a Man for a Missionary. 
Hie is friendly and talkative as far as 


his abilities go. There are some words 
he cannot pronounce, but he will try 
them with the utmost courage as often 
as his attendant asks him to. In re- 
citing his @xperiences at the hospital, 
he remarked , that he had to use a 
“skutch.”” “You mean crutch,” said 
Werner. 

“Yep, skutch,”’ 
bland smile. 

“No, ‘erutch 
‘““‘Now say crutch.” 

Mon promptly responded with 
“skutch’’ and fancied he had it right. 

“Tl am teaching him to read and write 
English,’’ said Werner. “‘We have a 
third reader and he is getting along 
fine. I expect to have him out of here 
inside of six months and fixed up with 
a good enough education to be a mis- 
sionary.”’ 

One of the favorite loafing places of 
Mon and his attendant is the graveyard 
at Quarantine. 

That leprosy is so rare in the United 
States and not so contagious as it once 
was thought to be, is shown by: the fact 
that but two states—Louisiana and Cal- 
ifornia—maintain hospitals for lepers. 

That it is a good thing not have is 
indicated by the dread in which it has 
been held since long before the Man 
of Galilee made clean the unclean. It 
was not stamped out of Great Britain 
where it was introduced by the crusad- 
ers, till the Seventeenth Century, and it 
still exists in Sweden. Germany has 
been freed from it for many years.

Senator .Burnham Introduces 
Bill for Parcels Post in 
Country Districts. 








ELEVEN POUNDS BY MAIL 





Postage Rate of Five Cents for 
First Pound, Two for 
Each Additional. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Senator 
Burnham of New Hampshire has intro- 
duced in Congress a tneasure of distinct 
importance to rural interests through- 
out the United States. It is a bill to 
provide a rural delivery parcels post 
for merchandise and other articles ac- 
tually mailed on rural delivery routes. 
The rural free delivery routes now num! 
ber more than 38,000, and on them jin 
excess Of 15,000,000 people receive a daily 
postal service. 

The measure 
Burnham has the 


introduced by Senator 
indorsement of the 
President and Postmaster - General 
Meyer. It provides, in brief, for the 
establishment of a domestic rural par- 
cels post at special rates of postage for 
the delivery of foodstuffs, dry goods, 
books and other merchandise. 

The rates of postage shall be 5 cents 
for the first pound and 2 cents for each 
additional pound or fraction thereof, 
and on parcels weighing less than one 
pound as follows: Two ounces or less, 
1 cent; over two and under four ounces, 
2 cents; over four and not exceeding 
eight ounces, 3 cents; over eight and not 
exceeding 12 ounces, 4 cents, and ovcr 
12 ounces and under one pound, 5 cents. 

Two important limitations are placed 
on the use of the proposed parcels post 
by the following provisions: 

“That nothing herein contained shall 
be taken as authorizing the acceptance 
or delivery at the s_ ecial rates of post- 
age herein provided of any parcel of- 
fered by any person acting as agent 
or representative, upon commission or 
otherwise, for ny person or company 
not resident on such rural delivery 
route. 

“That such parcels shall be received 
for delivery at the special rates of 
postage herein provided as are offered 
by bona fide merchants or dealers whose 
regular places of business are on rural 
delivery routes covered by this act, in 
the ordinary and regular course of their 
business, and by residents on such 
routes in their individual capacity.”’ 

The bill provides that the parcels car- 
ried shall not weigh more than ll 
pounds or be more thah three feet six 
inches in length. Perishable articles 
will be sent at the senders’ risk, and 
will not be accepted at any posteffice 
more than three hours before the de- 
parture of the mail from the office. ~

1 The existing charter limits the 
authority: of city officials and pro- 
vides checks and balances in every 
direction, on the theory that the city 
cannot expect to get good public 
servants,\and must therefore render 
them. as powerless as _ possible. 
Modern charters take the other view. 
They concentrate authority but make 
responsibility definite, giving a pub- 
lic official More power, but holding 
him directly under the control of 
the people. Unnecessafy duplication 
of duties is thus abolished with re- 
sulting economy of time and ex- 
pense. 

2. The old salary 
should he readjusted. Some offices, 
important at the time they were 
instituted, have become unimportant, 
and the salaries are now excessive. 
Other officers are so underpaid in 
comparison with the usual earnings 
of men of the stamp needed as to 
compel] the city to put up with the 
services of inferior men except when

3. The Municipal Assembly should 
be relieved of many duties which 
are purely administrative. The 
legislators would then have time to 
give attention to many important 
needs now crowded aside. [lurther- 
more, the present division of re- 
sponsibility for public work facili- 
tates schemes to interfere with the 
city administration to the detriment 
of public welfare. 

4. Present methods of payment 
for public improvements through 
special taxation should be simpli- 
fied and medified so as to be fair- 
er to the taxpayer. 

5. The Health Department and 
the care of the eleemosynary in- 
stitutions should be divorced from 
politics in order to obtain the best° 
possible results from the city’s ex- 
penditure for sick and unfortunate 
citizens. 

6. Adequate salaries should be 
provided for members of the Muni- 
cipal Assembly, who now receive 
$300 pet year. The work is of 
such magnitude and complexity 
that it is a substantial burden on

Financial Institution Using 
as Vaults and Borrowed 
Money. as Capital. 


The First Natio: . Bank of Marissa, 
28 miles southeast of Belleville, is con- 
ducting its busine’s without a safe and 
entirely on borrowed money.

Jolly’s wife formerly was Miss Cleo- 
patra Fry of Horton, Kan. The couple 
had been married six years, and leave 
a daughter 3 years old. 


Separated Several Tmes. 
Jollys formerly lived in Moberly, 
Clyde Jolly spent a week with his 
brother, Orbe, last fall, but had not 
made St. Louis his home for several 
years. It was known to the St. Louis 
brother that Clyde and his wife had 
been separated several times. Neigh- 
bors heard Jolly quarreling with his 
wife during the last few days. 

The letter found in’ Jolly’s pocket, 
after his death, addressed to his broth- 
er, follows: , 

“Dear Brother: Well, Orbe. I will 
write you a few lines to let you know 
that I am well, but that I am not in 
the best of spirits, as the only one on 
earth that I care for has turned me 
down, and says she will not live’ with 
me.

Mark Gumberts, bookmaker -and de- 
throned king of St. Louis County lid- 
lifters, sat in Faust’s Cabin last -night 
with a gigantic schooner of beer before 
him, and uttered shouts of joy as re- 
ports of the defeat or close call of Boss 
Fred Essen in the county primaries 
came in. Gumberts was in his new 
role of Sir Galahad in St. Louis County 
politics. 

“I'm a reformer,’’ shouted Gumberts, 
“and. an influential member of the 
Good Government League. In two years 
I'll clean out the corrupt machine which 
has for years oppressed the county.” 

The proprietor of the famous Louisi- 
ana Club, who was indicted eight times 
by a grand jury for selling liquor with- 
out a license on Sunday, was loud in his 
denunciations of Essen and his protege, 
Senator Gardner, and equally loud in 
praise of Prosecuting Attorney John- 
ston, who headed the fight against the 
county boss. 

Opened Johnston's Eyes.

An attempt is being made by the Re- 
tail Liquor Dealers’ Association of Belle- 
ville to convert the members of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 
An active missionary campaign is being 
conducted. The temperance women are 
being pelted through the mails with 
anti-temperance literature. 

During the last week the members of 
the organjzation have received a rink 
pamphlet setting forth with considerable 
zeal the views of the retail liquor deal- 
ers on the temperance question, the 
Sunday question, race suicide, personal 
liberty and European travel, with 
many passages copiously marked and 
underscored. 


Bible Used as Argument. 
It is contended that Christ is on the 


side of the retail liquor uealers, because 
He said: “Ye hypocrites, doth n° each 
of you on the Sabbath loose his ox or 
his ass from the stable and lead him 
away to watering?”’ 

The conclusion reached from this is 
that Christ was against the lid and 
that ‘“‘man may spend the Sabbath ac- 
cording to his own liking, for if hé be 
allowed to lead the cattle to drink on 
the Sabbath he may reasonably be sup- 
posed to have the right to permit him- 
self the same privilege.’’ 

Parents are admonished to be mighty 
careful how they send their children to 
Sunday school. Says the circular: ‘Many 
a proud mother sends her children, 
beautifully dressed, to Sunday school, 
without considering that she is there- 
by committing their souls into the hands 
of strangers. 

“She does not consider that the influ- 
ence of the parents over the child 
thereby may become undermined when, 
perhaps, which is often the case; acts 
which have heretofore been taught as 
harmless, and which are the constant 
practice at home, are now, character- 
ized as sir.” 

Coffee Compared to Alcohol. 

Alcoholic stimulants and coffee are 
compared, to the vast disparagement of 
the latter. The author of the pamphlet 
says: “I, for my part, enjoy to be pres- 
ent in-a gathering of women where cof- 
fee is partaken of; it is indeed a plea- 
sure to see how inspiring the drink 
acts, especially when it is hot and 
strong, and how it quickens the thought 
—activity of the mind—provided its in- 
dulgence is not carried to excess. How 
joy sparkles in the eyes of the ladies, 
young and old! And then someone goes 
to the plano, and anon, hilarity reigns, 
the like of which would not be permit- 
ted in a dramshop.”’ 

Men meet in dramshops, acording to 
the pamphlet, not so much to drink as 
to seek mental recreation and uplift and 
to inform themselves. ‘‘The dramshops 
are the very places where the exchanges 
of opinions among men is carried on, 
and the conversations there are most 
certainly more educative than that of 
the women at the coffee table.’’ 

The dramshop is declared to exist in 
response to “the vital necessity among 
men for the public exchange of opin- 
ions.”” One of the chief uses of the sa- 


‘loon is said to be to enable the children 


of saloon keepers to ‘‘observe the ef- 
fects of intemperance.” 

The temperance women say that up to 
this time they have not heard of any of 
their number transferring their alle- 
giance from the W. C. T. U. to the R.

The Coroner’s jury today declared 
that Jordan’s death was caused by a 
pistol shot fired by an unknown person. 
Sheriff Dennis last night telephoned of- 
ficers at Havensville, 25 miles south, to 
bring James, Mike and Anthony Lally 
t» Seneca, as he thought they had 
knowledge of the shooting. 

Recently Bought Pruperty. 

Three months ago Herbert Jordan 
hse.d bought 185 acres of land from Mrs. 
Lally, and there was a rumor of dis- 
satisfaction on the part of her sons 
over this sale. The description of the 
who bought a revolver here 
yesterday corresponds to the descrip- 
tien of one of the Lallys. Few persons 
in Seneca are acquainted with the 
Lallys. 

Witnesses at the inquest, however, ad- 
mitted that the stranger seen before 
the shooting resembled James Lally, but 
were unable to identify him as the man 
they saw. So far as can be icarned, 
Jordan had no enemies. 


Had Left a Restaurant. 

The shot was fired a few minutes 
after 7 p. m. Friday. Jordan had just 
left a restaurant on Main street, onc 
block east of where he was killed. He 
was walking west toward his club, two 
blocks away. 

The assassin watched him as he 
passed a dark doorway. Then he stepped 
ouf, fired the shot and disappearec 
around a corner. The ball entered the 
back of Jordan’s head, near the base 
of the brain, and the spinal chord was 
severed. Powder marks on the neck 
indicated that the shot had been fired 
at close range.

LIVE ON $50,000 A YEAR 
Thinks He Can Struggle Along on 


That, but Creditors Say 
$15,000 Would Do. 








NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—If the creditors [ 


of E. R. Thomas, the collapsed ‘Na- 
poleon of Finance,” agree to his plan 
of settling his debts, they will have to 
wait 27 years before they get the last 


of their money. 
Thomas owes a chain, of New York 


banks $2,700,000. Here is the proposi- 
tion he offers to*#his creditors: 

He will pay immediately $200,000 in 
cash contributed by his mother, the 
widow of Gen. Sam Thomas, and his 
sister, Mrs. R. L. Beekman. Hereafter 
he will pay $100,000 a year out of his 
income, which averages $130,000 a year. 

There are fixed charges against the 
income amounting to $30,000 a year. He 
has to pay his brother Horace $15,000 a 
year, and his life insurance premiums 
amount to $15,000 a year. And he wants 
$50,000 a year for the living expenses of 
himself and his wife. 

The creditors think that Mr. Thomas 
and his wife ought to struggle along on 
$15,000 a yea-. 

Thomas maintains that collateral 
which he has posted against his loans Is 
really worth much more than appears 
just now, and that if the creditors wait 
awhile before disposing of it his in- 
debtedness will be reduced to less than 


$1,000, 000. 


GOLD, SILVER AND COPPER

Geologists Make Discovery Calcu- 
lated to Put Uncle Sam in 
Mining Business. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., Feb. 15.—Ore con- 
taining gold, silver and copper has been 
found in the celebratec.

This has been ascertained at the lab- 
oratory of Col. H. C. Demming, consult- 
ing State Geologist !n this city. Three 
lots of the ore were sent here and in 
every one of them the three metals 
were found, one of the samples being 
considerably richer in the precious 
metals than the others. 

Larger quantities are to be shipped to 
ascertain what the profits will be when 
the ore is properly worked up in bulk.

Calling the present monetary system 
of the United States disgraceful, Con- 
gressman Charles B. N. Fowler of 
New Jersey, chairman of the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency, 
in an address before the Commercia!] 
Club last. night, pleaded for govern- 
mental guarantee of bank deposits and 
for an increased currency circulation 
based on the assets of the banks. 

-\ bond-secured currency, such as now 
cxists, is a detriment to prosperity and 


pression, aceording to Mr. Fowler. 
Calls It Paramount. 

“It is fine,’’ he added, “for those who 
buy and sell bonds, but expands the 
currency when it should contract it, 
and vice versa. 

“More important than trust- -busting, 
the Panama Canal, the tariff, the in- 
come or any other so-called paramount 
issue, is this one of currency reform. 

“At the present time our currency has 
no relation to the business interests of 
the country. This was shown when the 
banks in the recent financial crisis is- 
sued credit paper to the amount of 
$250,000,000."’ 

Mr. Fowler referred to financial con- 
ditions in 189%, when, he declared, the 
currency system of the country was 
saved from chaos and ruin by “the 
ccurage, the intelligence and foresight 
of Grover Cleveland.” 

Mr. Fowler’s eulogy of Cleveland was 
vigorously applauded. 

“Although I am a militant Republi- 
can,’’ said he, “I am willing to go on 
record as saying that Grover Cleve- 
land’s sterling affirmation of the gold 
standard and his refusal to listen to the 
silver inflationists was about the most 
courageous thing that has ever been 
done by a Presicent of this country. 
He saved us from a policy of absolute 
repudiation. 

Denounces Subtreasury Plan. 

Mr. Fowler commented caustically on 
what he termed the ‘practices’ of the 
Federal Government with respect to de- 
positing money in the national banks. 
In this connection he denounced the 
Subtreasury system as a “curse to 
commerce,” and said that, under exist- 
ing conditions, one section of the coun- 
try is in an attitude of opposition to the 
other because of the cry that one is 
getting more than the other of Uncle 
Sam's cash. 

He cited instances in the récent panic 
where a single depositor had withdrawn 
as much as $1,000,000 from his bank In 
a single day, which emphasized, he ar- 
gued, the need of a Federal. guarantee 
to prevent fear and panic, to forestall 
which there is now no apparent rem- 
edy. 

Mr. Foweler, who was the guest of 
the Commercial Club at dinner at its 
regular monthly meeting at the St. 
Louis Club, was introduced by Presi- 
dent James A. Waterworth. His con- 
clusions with regard to the currency 
were approved in the main by most of 
the bankers present. Charles H. Hut- 
tig, president of the Third National 
Bank, disagreed with Mr. Fowler in 
regard to the Government's guarantee- 
ing bank deposits. 

“IT do not believe it is the function of 
the Government,” said Mr. Huttig, ‘“‘to 
exercise such pene protection, nor 
would it be fair to extend the protec- 
tion of the Government to all banks 
indiscriminately. Doing so would put 
a premium on incompetent and dishon- 
est management and offer no induce- 
ment to the depositor to discern be- 
tween a well-managed and a poorly 


conducted bank. 
Dislikes Aldrich Bill. 


“His plan »> corvert the rresent bond- 
secured circulation of national banks 
into asset-secured notes is inviting in 
theory, but I believe it to be too revo- 
lutionary and radical to | attempted 
at this time.

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Death has stilled the tongue of ‘“Ba- 
ron” John “Frederick William von 
Muegge, the wagging of which, ac- 
cording to the story he told in 
Louls, prevented him coming into pos- 
session of a $300,000 ancestral estate in 
Germany. 

Information received in St. Louis yes- 
terday stated that von Muegge died re- 
cently in Hanover, Germany, in com- 
parative poverty. 

If von Muegge’s tongue kept him out 
of his fortune, the wonderful stories 
that he wove with it enabled him to live 
in comparative comfort in the United 
States. He traveled from city to city 
and represented that his mother had 
died in Germany and left him a fortune 
on the condition that he serve 10 years 
in the American army or in some met- 
ropolitan police department to qualify 
himself for the handling of such a vast 
sum'of money. 

Although it is now said that von 
Muegge had neither titles nor estate, he 
was able to interest such a distinguished 
personage as Congressman Charles H.

Congressman Grosvenor, according to 
von Muegge, was trying to keep him 
in some official position so that he 
could inherit* his estate. Von Muegge 
said he had hired Congressman Grosve- 


‘ner as his attorney, and would repay 


the Ohio statesman when he came into 
his own. He is said to have borrowed 
large sums of money on notes payable 
when he got the fortune. 

Von Muegge said that he had: seryed 
four years as a policeman in St.- Louis, 


when Overstolz was Mayor, but the 
records do not bear out his statement. 
He came here in the fall of 1903 and 
tried to get on the police force. Failing 
in that, he attempted to get a place 
as a gatekeeper or Jefferson Guard at 
the World's Fair, but was again un- 
successful. 

According to von Muegge’s story, he 
was the. son of Baron Freiherr von 
Muegge, and his mother was the Count- 
ess Holzendorf. He said he fought a 
duel. with the Count of Westonhagen 
over a woman when he was a young 
man. He severely wounded the Count 
and his father sent him to America. 

Private in Army. 

He first enlisted in the United States 
Army, served three years, came to St. 
Louis, where he says he served four 
years as a policeman, then went to 
Omaha, from there. to Cincinnati, and 
to various other large cities and served 
on the police forces. 

He said Congressman Grosvener got 
him a position as Deputy United States 
Marshal at Chillicothe, O., and later 
placed him as a watchman in the. Cen- 
sus Bureau at Washington. He lost 
one position after another because he 
could t keep his mouth shut. When 
he was “Nast in St. Louis he exhibited 
a letter purporting to have been writ- 
ten by Congressman Grosvener, in re- 
ply to one he had written requesting 
that he be transferred to the United 
States Marshal's office in Washington. 

When “Baron” von Muegge was in 
St. Louis he said that he would come 
into his fortune Oct. 1, 1904, If he could 
serve a few months longer as a police- 
man or Jefferson Guard, which was a 
form of military duty. His story was 
universally believed. 


FLORIDA REPUBLICAN SPLIT

On Eve of Convention He Kept 
Foraker Delegates From Going 


to Secretary Taft.

LEADERS ARE REJOICING 





Ex-Gov. Campbell Proposed 
as Successor of Foraker _ 
in the Senate. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 15.--A poll ot 
the Democratic members of the Ohio 
Legislature shows that W. J. Bryan is 
the choice for the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination. The members were 
asked to state their preference as be- 
tween Bryan and Judson Harmon of 
Cincinnati,° and to further state, if 
neither of these candidates was accepta- 
ble, whom they would prefer. The ques- 
tion was. put to each member of the 
Senate and the House who could be 
reached. 

There are 77 Democrats in both bodies. 
of these, 53 announced themselves in fa- 
vor of Bryan, nine in favor of Har- 
mon and one in favor of Mayor Tom L. 
Johnson of Cleveland. Six refused to 
commit themselves at all und eight were 
absent and could not be reached. Of 
these six are almost certainly Bryan 
men, one is for Harmon.and one is in 
doubt. 

Townsmen for :Harmon. 

The members of the House from 
Hamitton County (Cincinnati, where 
Judge Harmon lives) furnished six of 
the nine votes recorded in Mr. Har- 
mon’s favor. There are 10 in the House 
delegation. The Cuyahoga (Cleveland) 
delegation declared strongly in favor of 
the Nebraskan. 

Thirteen members Of the delegation 
are for Bryan, one for Folk and Oue 
absent, but classed as a Bryan sup: 
porter. Roberts, who favors Folk, was 
one of Tom L. Johnson's proteges, but 
recently quarreled with the Cleveland 
Mayor and on Friday made a bitter 
attack on him and his policies before 
the House. 

Democrats Are Confident. 

There is a feeling cmong the Demo- 
crats that the Taft-Foraker contest will 
result in such a split in the Repub- 
lican party in this State that a Demo- 
cratic Legislature will certaily be elect- 
ed this fall. This Legislature will choose 
a successor to Senator Foraker. Ex- 
Gov. James E. Campbell, who is one of 
the leaders of the Bryan movement, is 
in the lead as a candidate. Gov. Camp- 
bell stated today that he believed that 
Bryan would receive the solid vote in 
Ohio in the Denver convention. 


NEBRASKA COUNTY IGNORES 
TAFT, INDORSES ROOSEVELT 


Delegates Not Given Even a Sec- 
ond Choice in National 


Convention. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OMAHA, Neb., Fep. 15.—There is a 
strong indication that Taft will not se- 
cure the Republican presidential delega- 
tion from Nebraska, but that the dele- 
gation will be instructed for Roosevelt. 
Taft managers are concerned over the 
prospects. 

Yesterday at the primaries in Lancas- 
ter County, of which Lincoln is the 


county seat, Roosevelt received almost 
. twice as many votes as did Taft and the 
County convention immediately after- 
ward instructed delegates to the State 
convention to cast the Lancaster vote 
for Roosevelt. 

Taft's friends asked that Taft be 
made the second choice, but the conven- 
tion refused to so instruct. Taft’s naime 
was printed on the ballot, but it was 
necessary to write the name of Roose- 
velt thereon. Taft men now fear that 
other counties in the State will follow 
tthe lead of Lancaster and that there 
will be a landslide for Roosevelt, for 
whom the Nebraska delegation to the 
national convention will be > instructed.

Contests Will Be Held in 


Clayton and Wellston 
Districts. 


Complete returns in the St. Louis 
County Republican direct primaries, 
held last night in the five townships to 
elect delegates to tomorrow’s conven- 
tion at Clayton, show that ‘‘Boss” Fred 
Essen will control 69 delegates and his 
opponent, Prosecuting Attorney Row- 
land M. Johnston, 61, with 16 votes 
doubtful. 

Of the 16 doubtful votes 6 are in the 
Clayton precinct and 6 in the Wellston 
precinct. 

The totals, 
are:

The ‘total number of delegates in the 
convention will be 146. 

Of the 16 doubtful votes Johnston will 

have to get 13 to win. 
‘ In the Clayton district the. Essen mass 
meeting was regarded as regular. It 
gave him 8 votes. The Wellston Johns- 
ton meeting was regular, giving him 6 
votes. In each precinct there is a con- 
test, 

If he loses all of the other doubtful 
votes Johnston will have to win both 
these conotests to seat his delegation. 

The contests will be in Wellston and 
Clayton precincits, which have a total 
of 14 votes. The winner of both or pos- 
sibly one of these contested precincts 
will probably dominate tomorrow's 
county convention at Clayton. 

Essen is pledged to an uninstructed 
delegation to the Chicago convention, 
while Johnston, who has the support of 
yeorge Autenrieth and the Law En 
forcement League, wants instructions 
for Taft. 

There will be a contest in tomorrow's 
convention over the seating of the 
compromise delegation from the Clay- 
ton precinct, the anti-Essen faction hav- 
ing held a convention at 2:30 o’clo¢k in 
which a straight anti-Essen delegation 
was chosen. 

In accordance with a compromise ef- 
fected Friday night by Essen’ with 
George and Albert Autenrieth, who 
have been actively directing the anti- 
Essen fight, a convention was held at 
Clayton at noon and the eight delegates 
were equally divided between the two 
factions. When Johnston arrived in 
Clayton yesterday morning, he said he 
would not “stand for’’ a compromise in 
any section, and declared his intention 
ot calling a second convention. 


Convention Hour Changed. 

At 1 o’clock Johnston supporters and 
members of the Law Enforcement Asso- 
ciation, who are for the time being 
lined up with Johnston, began to arrive 
in Clayton. The hour originally selected 
by the Central Committee for the hold- 
ing of the Clayton convention was 2:30. 
After this call was published the hour 
was changed by Essen, who said he 
thought 12 o’clock would be a more 
convenient hour. 

The original plan of the 
forcement people and the Johnston-Au- 

nrieth forces was to protest against 
the holding of the noon convention, and 
if their protest was overruled to hold 
their meeting at 2:30. The noon con- 
vention was a lovefeast, the compro- 
mise delegation being selected with a 
murmur of protest. 

Among the friends of Johnston who 
got in late was Mark Gumberts of Lou- 
isiana Club fame. He received his first 
news of the compromise when he got off 
the car at Clayton, and at once began 
one of the verbal attacks on county 
politicians for which he has become 
noted. He declared his intention of ex- 
tirpating the entire Clayton “ring,’ and 
said he would begin by participating in 
a protesting convention if he could 
muster the forces. 

Thirteen Republicans Gather. 

Thirteen Republicans were soon gath- 
ered together and the protesting conven- 
tion was called to order by P. T. Dwyer 
at 2:30 p. m. Gumberts took no part in 
the meeting further than to make a mo- 
tion to send the delegates to the coun- 
ty convention ‘‘uninstructed for Taft.” 
There seemed to be a general mmisun- 
derstanding of the meaning .of the mo- 
tion and after a short conference with 
a friend near him Mark explained that 
he wished the convention to indorse 
Taft, but to send the delegates to the 
county convention uninstructed. The 
motion carried.

End of Patent Suits’ Gives 
Inventor Control of 
All Films. 








NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Opposition to 
the Edison patents covering the produc- 
tion of moving pictures in every detail 
This became known 
through an announcement that the 


moving picture manufacturing interests 
and the concerns which rent machines 
have combin.d with the Edison compa- 
uy to readjust the cond .ions under 
which the business is been conducted. 
The combination represents upward of 
$50,000,000 of capital iInvesteqd and sev- 
eral thousand places where moving pic- 
tures are on exhibition. 


To Thomas A. Edisou the abandon- 
ment of all opposition to “his patents 
means an income estimated at from 
$200,000 to $1,000,000 a year. The presi- 
dent of one of the la:sest moving pic- 
pure manufacturing concerns in the 
country said yesterday that $1,000,000 
would be a conservative estimate of the 
annual return to Mr. Edison on the 
moving picture pate : now that his 
rights are conceded. 

Every Patent Upheld. 

Years ago, before the moving picture 
business had grown to anything like its 
present proportions, some manufactur- 
ers began to contest the Edison pat- 
ents, first those on the camera with 
which. the pictures are taken and later 
those on which the various parts of the 
machine, but all of the patents were uDp- 
held. 


That put opposition out of the ques- 
tion, and a convention has just ad- 
journed in Buffalo, at which the manu- 
facturing and the renting men agreed 
to a joint submission. There is vo defi- 
nite ogganization, and it is said that 
there is not likely to be a combina- 
tion of manufacturing firms. The con- 
trol which the Edison people will exer- 
cise over all the moving picture con- 
cerns will be for the present the con- 
necting link. 

Eliminate Cheaper Shows. 

One result of this combination will be, 
it is said, a cleaning up of the lower 
class of moving picture shows In| this 
and otber cities. ine Edison interests 
are said to be determined to force the 
issue on this line. The manufacturers 
are willing to aid in this, for the elimi- 
nation of the cheaper class of moving 
picture shows will prevent the use of 
worn-out films and machinery. and will 
drive more patronage to the better 
class shows and lead them to buy bet. 
tis equipment.

Bubonic Plague in City Blamed to 
Rodents and Bounty Has Been 


Increased Five Times. 


Special to the Post4pispatch. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 15.—The mu- 


nicipal health MyCiogHies today raised 
the bounty on rits to 50 cents a head 
for females ahd 25 cents for males, This 
records One more step in the war that is 
being waged to* exterminate bubonic 
plague in San Francisco. 

The war began upon the 
shortly after the earthquake in April, 
1906, that the dread disease of India 


had found a foothold in the city. Five 
cents a h@jd was offered for rats in the 
beginning and gradually the bounty has 
been increased until it reached its high- 
est figure today. 

Science has demonstrated that the bu- 
bonic plague ig a disease for which ro-$ 
deits are alone responsible. Passed As- 
sistant Surgeon Rupert Blue of the 
United States Marine Hospital Service, 
who is in charge of the medical forces 
directing the campaign against the 
plague, said in-a recent circular to the 
residents of San Francisco: 

“Science has abundantly proven that 
plague is an epizootic of rats transmit- 
ted to'man by the bites of fleas and con- 
taminated clothing and food. It is fur- 
ther demonstrated that the surest and 
quickest way of eradicating the disease 
is to exterminate rats and other Vver- 
min,”

Chemist Can Make 7-Cent 
Gas by Burning Dried Grass 
With Limestone. 





C. L. Holman, secretary of the La- 
clede Gas Co., was asked last night if 
the independents who are asking the 
city for a Jd-cent natural gas franchise 
cau make artificial gas for 75 cents 4 
thousand feet, as they agree to do if 
their natural supply is inadequate.

Those seeking tue iraucnise are James 
O. Rodgers and George A. Bolus of lola, 
Kan.; Dallas C. Beyers of Pittsburg, 
Willis B. Hale of Cleveland and George 
V. Reynolds of St. Louis. According to 
Mr. Reynolds their purpose is to pip- 
natural gas from Kansas and Oklahoma. 

Mr. Reynolds says that $16,000,000 will 
be spent in installing the system. The 
schedule of prices offered is as follows: 
Forty-fice cents per 1000 cubic feet for 
less than 20,000 feet; 40 cents for more 
than 20,000 and less than 50,000; 356 cents 
for quantities in excess of 50,000; 5 cents 
per thousand to be charged on delin- 
quent bills; 8 cents to be minimum 
charge for service after installation. 

The term of the franchise sought is 3 
years. A bond of $25,000 is to be given 
within six months after the passage o! 
the bill. The work of laying the pipes 
is to begin within a year. A supply of 
gas is to be ready before the end of the 
chird year. ! 

‘)ne-half of 1 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts is-to be paid to the city. Free gas 
is to be furnished to the City Hall, City 
Hospital, Jail, Poorhouse, Insane Asy- 
lum and Female Hospital... 

Reserve Substitute Right. 

The right is reserved to substitute 
artificial gas if the natural product 
should not be adequate, but the com- 
pany binds itself not to charge more 
than 75 cents a thousand for the artifi- 
cial product. 

By burning dried grass with lime- 
stone, of which there is a*stratum 1600 
feet thick under Missouri, Charles H. 

ider, a self-made chemist, says he 
has made illuminating and fuel gas at 
a cost of less than 3 cents a thousand 
feet. Laclede gas costs $1 a thousand. 
Rider calculates that his gas can be 
sold with profit at 7 cents a thousand. 

Rider has a laboratory at 211 South 
Seventh street, where he amuses him- 
self with chemical experiments. His 
discovery of the practicability of mak- 
ing gas from limestone and any form of 
carbon—coal, charcoal, sawdust or dried 
grass—was made by accident while he 
was investigating a new method of 
smelting nickel. 

Forms Useful Product. 

Limestone is calcium carbonate. When 
subjected to heat, it forms the univer- 
\slly useful product known as burned 
lime, and carbon dioxide, the gas ex- 
haled from the lungs. From the carbon 
burning in Rider’s retort with the lime- 
stone, the gas picks up another atom 
of carbon, making carbon monoxide, or 
fuel gas. A smal] admixture of methane 


gives light-giving properties. 

The common method of making gas 
is by the distillation of coal. Rider 
believes his discovery, which he. has 
patented :n America and several] for- 
eign countries, will revolutionize the 
industry. Limestone, of which there 
are inexhaustible stores in the earth’s 
crust. can be bought for 25 cents a 
ton. Burned with about 165 pounds 
of coal, a ton of limegtone yields 16,- 
000 feet of gas, with a quantity of 
burned lime, worth $3.50 a ton, as a 
byproduct. Chemical analysis has 
shown Rider’s gas to be almost free 
from water and therefore of unusual 
excellence for use in engines. 

Rider began to study chemistry as 
a boy, on a New York farm. He never 
has studed the subject in school, but 
made it his profession after diligent

of Norwalk, Conn., a sailor, who is a

ness. 
Jeffs’ sister, Mrs. Henry G. Claredge 
of Norwalk, has applied to the United 
States to rescue her brother from the 
inhospitable island on which the oniy 
fare for a stranded mariner is the meai 
of turtles and pelicans, with a scanty 
supply of water. $ 
His Exile 2 Mystery. 

Why Jeffs chose his self exile on the 
island is a mystery, and his sister Is 
not able to give the Government any 
enlightenment on the subject. Her in- 
formation on the subject cf his having 
been marooned comes from his _ ship- 
mates. 

Jeffs was a member of the crew of 
the barque Alexandra out of Newcastle, 
New South Wales, deserted near In- 
defatigable Islar. May 20 last, in a 
calm while the crew was ashore looking 
for water. The crew escaped with the 
exception of Jeffs, who preferred to 
stay on the island, and the captain, E. 
Peterson, after he and the rest of the 
crew were rescued, reported the strange 
preference of Jeffs to stay on the soli 
tary island in the Pacific to escaping 
with his mates. 

Congressman Gives Order. 

The plignt of Jeffs was reported to the 
Consul-General at Guayaquil, Ecuador. 
by Peterson, who sent word to Mrs. 
Claredge. Her husband got into com- 
munication with Congressman Hill of 
Connecticut, who asked that Rear-Ad- 
miral Evans be commanded to send one 
of his ships to take Jeffs off his solli- 
tary island. 

Indefatigable Island is far from the 
beaten track of ships. Jeffs, if he is still 
alive, and it is belicved ne is because 
of his spirit and the fact that there is 
food and water on the island, must 
have led the -..ie of a Hobinson Crusoe 
since he was deserted by his comrades 
of the Alexandra last November. 

Jeffs might have been home with the 
other members of the crew, but for 
some reason unknown to them he pre- 
ferred to remain on the island. The 
ship, on which he was an able seaman, 
left. Newcastle, New South Wales, Nov. 
26, 1906. She was loaded with coal and 
was seaworthy and making good way 
until she came within the zone of the 
Galapagos Islands when she became be- 
calmed. 

For many days the ship drifted about 
without making way, while the provi- 
sions got lower and lower and became 
exhausted. 

Boats Were Lost. 

For days they drifted upon the glassy 
seas trying to make Chatham Island, 
and when they were entirely without 
water were compelled to land on the 
uninhabited and unknown Indefatigable 
Island. This was May 2, and here the 
crew of the Alexandria lost her boats 
and was unable to return to the ship. 

For several days the men wandered 
about the island living on turtles and 
pelicans, and at last found drinkable 
water. Jeffs proved to be a mutineer. 
He was willing to share provisions, but 
would not work collecting food and 
drink. When his mates broke camp he 
would not join them, and it was due 
to this that when the sailing vessel 
Isidra Jacinta, commanded by Captain 
Bohnhoff, was sent out by the Nor- 
wegian Consul at Iquique to look for 
the crew on Galapagos Island that Jeffs 
was left behind. 

Intended to Return. 

When Jeffs’ stubbornness was de- 
scribed to Captain Bohnhoff he said 
that he could not wait, as favorable 
winds we: blowthe off shore, but he 
would return for the seaman. When 
the Isidra Jacinta strove to return to 
the island strong shore currents bore 
her off and she was compelled to sail 
for Guayaquil, where she landed Nov. 
8, 1907. 

It is hoped that Jeffs will be found 
alive. He is a strong character, stub- 
born and self-willed, and it is believed 
that he has been able to make the best 
of conditions after the manner of Rob- 
inson Crusoe, and has been able to sub- 
sist on pelican and turtles. 

It is not known what ship Rear Ad- 
miral Evans will send to the island for 
the marooned man. That will be a 
matter left to his own discretion.

Here we lost our 
boats. After several days we found drinkable water, and from that 
time until picked up, Oct. 28, we lived as best we could on turtles, pelicans, 
etc. After about .ur months some of our men found a place on the other 
side of the island which they called Trapper’s Cove. 
HE men who found it returned +» the camp on the west coast to 
| communicate the news to us, thinking that we were more likely to be 
picked up there. We all agreed except Sailor Fred Jeffs, who refused 
and said nobody sould command him to go and he wanted to stay where he 
was.

Vital Statistics for Week Refute 
Declaration That Present Weath- 
er Is Unhealthful. 


The vital statistics for last week don’t 
confirm the thousands of declarations 
that the “‘unseasonable weather is just 
terribly unhealthful.’’ 

The undertakers of the city don’t cor- 
roborate the statement, either. Thtir 
business declined in proportion to the 
decrease of 41 deaths, compared with 
the mortality of the previous seven 
days, during which 282 persons died. 
The men who make the cradles, how- 
ever, had more work than the Stork 
has impesed on them in several weeks.

Six suicides, two homicides and two 
deaths by accident were reported last 
week. In the week ending Feb. 8 there 
were three suicides and 11 accidental 
deaths. No homicides were recorded.

Council Is Expectedto Spend 

$131,000 to Make the | 
City Beautiful. 








If the plans provided for in the ordi- 
nances for paving to be presented by the 
Belleville local board of improvements 
to the City Council at its next meeting 
are carried out the principal thorough- 
fares in the city will be paved with vit- 
rified brick. 

Four years ago there were but ll 
blocks of paved streets in Belleville and 
practically no sewer system. Main street 
was then paved for a distance of nine 
blocks and South Illinois street two 
blocks. Since that time over 10 miles of 
streets have been paved, and sewers 
covering practically the entire city have 
been installed at a total cost of over 
$650,000. 

Cr6ss Streets Being Improved. 
Race, Richland, Spring, Illinois, High, 
Jackson, Church and Abend streets, the 
principal, north and south streets, have 
all been paved and the new ordinances 
provide for the paving of the most-used 
cross streets. B street has been paved, 
as have Freeburg and Centerville ave- 
nues, two of the main arteries of traffic 
from the country. The work of paving 
Mascoutah avenue and Charles street is 
under way and plans for the paving of 
Lebanon avenue are completed. 

Model Method of Handling Refuse. 
For the work of paving and sewering 
that has been completed $487,965 have 
been expended, while the work now in 
course of constructiqn will add $177,885 
to this amount. The estimated cost of 
the improvements to be recommended by 
the Board of Improvements is $131,047. 
The septic tank system of disposing 
of sewage is used in Belleville, and a 
huge intercepting sewer was constructed 
to drain the city. The system cost $75,000 
and has been pronounced by sanitary 
engineers as one of the best fin the 
country. A huge septic tank south of 
the town reduced all sewage to an odor- 
less and colorless liquid. All lateral sew- 
ers in the city empty into the intercept- 
ing sewer.

FAVORS GIVING DISTILLERS’ 
SHARE OF CORN TO POOR 


Rev. John F. Harmon Advocates 
Donating One Bushel in 
Every 143. 


John F. Harmon, pastor of the 
First M. E. Church In East St. Louis, 
and a worker tin the Anti-Saloon 
League, suggests that the farmers of 
the United States donate one bushel ef 
corn out of every 143 bushels raised for 
the relief of the poor.. This, he says, 
is the proportion of corn sold by the 
farmers to the distillers. 

The local option workers say this 
would not only aid the temperance 
movement, but would extend the hand 
of charity in a good cause. The sug- 
gestion was made in answer to sta- 
tistics given in huge posters provided 
by the Personal Liberty League. 

In a weekly paper edited by Mr. Har- 
mon, he says: 

‘‘The saloon posters show that the 
saloon men are breaking their hearts 
weeping over the farmers for fear they 
will have no market for their corn when 
the distillers have to Close up. 

“They would have you think that the 
only useful purpose to which corn can 
be put is to make booze. 

“Only one bushel out of every 143 
raised is sold to the distiller. 

“The rats and mice eat that much in 
the fields, shocks and pens, and yet 
the farmers manage to keep out of 
the rhouses. 

‘The farmer had far better give that 
one bushel in every 14 to feed the 
poor who now cry for bread rather 
than sel] it to the distiller at any price. 
The farmers are against the saloon 
and will stay against it until it is cast 
into hell, where it belongs. Let us 
make food out of the corn for the 


poor.

Corn Relatively Steadier Than 
Finer Grain, Due to Unfavor- 
able Weather. 





In view of the genera) contraction in 
the commercial situation, both here and 
abroad, and the very bearish set of con- 
ditions prevailing, the bulk of the op- 
erators in the grain markets of the 
country considered, the existing levels 
of wheat unwarrantably high, and the 
selling side was very popular all last 
week. The market was in a technically 
weak posit’on, as the shorts have nearly 
all covered, and there is a quite large 
long interest still out. Local prices re- 
ceded steadily and at the close showed 
losses of 2%@3\c for the week. 

Statistics Again Bearish. 

All the arithmetic of the grain mar- 

ket seemed to favor the bears at the 


start, except possibly the somewhat 
smaller receipts. World's shipments 
were again above expectations, and 
there was a further increase of over 3,- 
000,000 bu in wheat and flour on passage. 
Then, too, very weak and depresged mar- 
kets were the rule abroad, Liverpool and 
the continental bourses sending shaply 
lower quotations and practically no 
workable bids for export wheat. Crop 
advices from Europe were especially 
bearish in tone, good weather and fa- 
vorable prospects being general. Ar- 
gentine continued to flood Europe with 
wheat at sharply reduced prices and 
gz00d offerings also came from Aus- 
tralia, which helped to effectually 
squelch any demand from abroad for 
American wheat. 
Weather Is Not Good, 

Climatie conditions in the winter belt 
were rather trying, but not really dan- 


gerous and the outlook was generally 
hopeful. Insects are still being report- 
ed in large numbers, but their potency 
as a bu!) feature has not assumed im- 
portant proportions as yet. Offerings 
of fresh wheat from the country were 
moderate and receipts at this and other 
winter wheat markets, as well as the 
supplies here, showed somewhat of a 
falling off. Spring wheat, however, 
continues to come into the Northwest- 
ern markets in large quantities and the 
veash markets there were generally dull 
and weak, with supplies on the _ in- 
crease, though any large piling up there 
was precluded by the good business be- 
ing done by the mills. 
Heavy Pressure on Prices. 

There was liberal selling both for 
long and short account, quite heavy 
pressure being calied out by the slug- 


gish and weak markets in Europe, 
iarge increases in supplies there, the 
virtual lack of an export demand, the 
small amount of wheat daily cleared, 
and the bearish domestic situation, Aft 
times there was some covering among 
the shorts on which occasions the, mar- 
ket became nervous and irregulaf, but 
there was not much of a recovery at 
any time, and prices receded steadily. 
Argentine was the feature in wheat on 
the last two days, the enormous eéex- 
ports from this country—almost 2,000,000 
bu above the previous record—affecting 
the markets of the world. As prices 
continued to move downward some 
signs of a moderate foreign demand be- 
gan to appear and some of the shorts 
took profits at the end of the week. 
The close was firm at reactions of about 
a cent from the low point, but showed 
net losses for the week.

BODY HIDDEN ON SHIP 





Delaf in Sailing Led to Dis- 
covery of Death of Ameri- 
can Girl. 





Benn Fell, a former official of the 
Missouri Athletic Club, just returned 
from a year’s sojourn in China, told a 
nuntber of old friends at the club yes- 
terday how he aided in the arrest and 
extradition of William H. Adsetts, an 
American soldier, hanged last Novem- 
ber in Hongkong for murdering Ger- 
trude Dayton, a American gir. 

Fell’s connection with the case came 
about through his serving as United 
States Vice-Consul at Chefoo for sev- 
eral months, having taken that position 
after a business mission which took him 
to China failed. 

‘‘Adsetts killed the girl in a hotel at 
Hongkong,’’ Fell related, “and then 
packed her body in a trunk. He made 
some excuse for her disappearance, and 
managed to take the trunk out of the 
hotel and put it aboard a mail steamer, 
the Monteagle, bound for Seattle. In- 
stead of boarding the Monteagle him- 
self, he took a boat for Shanghai. 


Delay Led to Capture. 
“Adsetts might have escaped if the 


Monteagle had started out with the 
trunk, for it would have been necessary 
to bury the body at sea, but the ship 
was delayed in starting, and the odor 


to be made. When the girl’s chopped- 
up body was found, the trunk was 
taken ashore and an investigation, @tart- 
ed that showed it came from Adsetts’ 
room in the hotel. 

“The British _authorities telegraphed 
to Shanghai for the arrest of Adsetts, 
but he eluded the police there and took 
another steamer for Chefoo. 

“Then the British colonial officers 
wired their Consul at Chefoo. He noti- 
fied us. We knew Adsetts. At least, I 
had met him. He had been a Sergeant 
in the legation guard at Peking, and 
had married a California girl with some 
money, whom he met at _  Tientsin.

Witzhoff came to St. Louis in 1902. He 
was employed in the office of a Wash 
street dentist, married Katie Nagel of 
Benton, Ill., under the name of George 
Retter, lived with her six months and 
deserted her, taking $600 which she had 
saved up. Sire afterwards got a divorce 
and married a Chicago man, 

During this time Pauline Zelukovits 
of Bonne Terre, Mo., whom he married 
in Philadelphia in 18% and robbed of $900 
after chloroforming her, came to 8t. 
Louis seeking him. The startling re- 
semblance between Witshoff and his 
employer caused her to mistake the lat- 
ter for her fugitive husband Later she 
acknowledged her mistake, and resumed

Judge Gary Says Cobporati 
Stock Should Be In- 
vestigated. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—In the course 
of a discussion on nitalization 


Judge E. H. Gary, 


chairman of the 
United States Steel Corporation, de- 


clared unequivocally tn favor of physi- 
cal valuation of corporations and their 
investigation and control by the Federal 
Government. He said: 

“I have no information that would 
justify me in saying that dishonesty is 
any larger in proportion to capitaliza- 
tion. . Of course; the aggregation of 
wealth, if placed in the hands of dis- 
honest people, will furnish greater op- 
portunities for harm. Therefore, I 
believe large corporations should be sub- 
ject to investigation and control by Gov- 


ernment authority. 

“Knowledge and publicity of the af- 
fairs of great corporations are the only 
corrective and the only protection 
against imposition and fraud. This will 
cover not only the question of overcapi- 
talization, but the subsequent cunduct 
of corporations. 

“All Should Be Protected.” 

“If in some way the capitalization of a 
corporation could be considered and de- 
termined by Government inspection be- 
fore the company is incorporated, the 
rights. of all who are interested would be 
protected.”’ 

Judge Gary would not discuss details 
of making physical valuations because 
he believes that the preseft machin- 
ery of the government is fully able to 
handle the situation. 

Judge Gary continued: 

“It probably is a fact that there has 
been more or less overcapitalization. 
This has resulted in more or tess harm 
to financial] conditions. There has been 
extravagance in the issue of securities 
and in the prices of securities and in 
the speculation in them.”’ 

Business Recovery Soon. 

But in spite of the unpleasant fea- 
tures of the situation, Judge Gary says 
the fundamentals of business of this 
country are sound, and he believes there 
will be an early resumption of business. 
His belief in a speedy recovery is 
based on -the extensive knowledge of 
the situation which his position In the 
steel trade furnishes him. 

As though in confirmation of his ex- 
pressed views he received a telegraa 
from one of the great railroads making 
inquiry for 60,000 tons of steel rails to 
be ordered immediately. This order will 
probably be placed in a few days, and 
will be the first one of importance re- 
ceived by the steel companies since the 
dispute between the railroads and the 
railmakers cut off all rail production 
last year. The roads are all in urgent 
need of rails, and it only needs an ini- 
tial order by one important road to 
start a. rush from all the railroads of 
the country.

The people of St. Louis, who have 
not seen or inquired into the work- 
ings of natural gas as a light and 
fuel agent do not comprehend what

To householders and to public 
Lulldings in Kansas City the na‘u’al 
gs for fuel and light costs 25 cenis a 
thousand feet. The old gas company 
sot $1 a thousand for artificial gas. 
Now it costs just one-fourth as much 
to light a house and to do the family 
cocking with natural gas as it did 
with artificia] ‘ 

A family that formerly paid $4 a 
menth for gas now gets the same 
service for $1 and has $3 to put in 
bank or to spend. It is just as if 
every householder in the city had 
boen given a raise in wages. 

The company which furnishes the 
eus lights the city buildings free and 





pays 2 per cent of its gioss receipts 


in to the City Treasury. 

Last year Kans»s City was heated 
by coal. Now the furnaces in the 
homes are fed by natural gas and the 
cost is less ‘han coal] and there is no 
dirt, no coal to be dumped in, no 
ashes to be hauled ou’. 

Manufacturers in Kansas City get 
ihe natural gas for fuel at 10 cents a 
theusand feet. This makes a great 
suving over coal. [n many of the 
factories in Krnsas City the fuel is 
crude oil furnished by the Standard 
Oi! Co. It is pumped direct from the 
oll fields in Kansas to Sugar Creek, 
near Kansas City, in the companys 
pipe line and is delivered about the 
city from tank wagons. Nearly all 
ihe large office buildings are heated 
with crude oil. . 

The smoke problem in Kansas City 
bas been almost solved by the natural 
Ras and oi] fuel. There is no smoke 
from it and where the city used to be 
crerhung with a pall of black smoke 
it is comparatively clear now.

In Chanute, Coffeyville and other 
cities are glass works, brick plants 
and smelting works that employ thou- 
ssuds of workmen. And all of these 
factories went there because of natu- 
ral gas, which costs from 4 to lI 
cents a thousand cubic feet. But the 
great majority of the manufacturers 
ir the gas belt have their own wells 
aud the gas costs them nothing. 

Throughout the Southwest and on 
the Pacific slope many of the locomo- 
tives use oil for fuel. The oil is in 
the natural state in which it is 
pumped from the earth. Nearly all 
the steamers on the Columbia River 
use ofl as fuel. 

There has been agitation in St. 
Louis for natural gas, but every ef- 
fort to get it has been defeated. The 
city is only 75. or 100 miles further 
from the natural gas fields than Kan- 
eae City. It costs 3 cents a thousand 
feet to put the gas into Kansas City 
It could, it is claimed, be pumped to 
St. Louis for the same price. 
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their belts. wear sombreros. high- 
heel boots and spurs with huze row- 
els.

HE “irony of life’ was strikingly,

It is not, long since a French wom- 
au, Mme. Morel, and her daughter, 
while climbing in the Alps, near Zer- 
matt, fell a distance of 12C0 feet (not 
much less than a quarter of a mile); 
and; although the mother was killed 
on the spot, her daughter escaped 
with a few bruises. Mr. Whysmper, 
tie famous mountaineer, had a sim- 
ilurly miraculous deliverance from 
what seemed to be certain death when 
sealing the Matterhorn a few years 
ago. Losing his footing he fell from 
reck to rock to the bottom of a pre- 
cipitous gully, 100 yards in depth, 
chly to recover his feet with no worse 
damage than a badly cut head. And 
VU. Parville, a French writer, tells the 
story of an East Indian, living in 
‘he Island of Oghin, who fell over a 
precipice 1000 feet deep, with no more 
serious consequence than a good 
shaking, his fall being broken by the 
dense vegetation which grew at the 
foot of the cliff. 

While climbing a waterworks tow- 
er. 240 feet high, in Chicago, not long 
ago, a steeplejack dislodged a loose 
stone and was precipitated to the 
ground from a height of 175 feet, for- 


of Charles Woolcot, when he was 
making a parachute descent in Ven- 
ezuela. At a height of 3000 feet Wool- 
cot flung himself off his balloon into 
space, when, to the horror of the 
thousands of onlookers, the parachute

“The Nickelodeon,” said Joseph 
Medill Patterson, the young saiftiion- 
aire Socialist, recently, “is develop- 
ing into theater-goers a section of 
population that formerly knew and 
cared little about the drama as a 
fact in life.”

If visitors desire, they may have 
boxes in the 10-cent houses without 
extra cost. The boxes are in the rear, 
the best seats just in front of them, 
and the poorest seats are “down in 
front.” 


The Biggest Theater. 


The success of one St. Louis house 
is significant. It is a 10-cent house, 
with plush seats, carpeted floor, many 
fiie exits, and an attractive front. It 
will soon have a fireproof ceiling and 
a handsome lobby, with settees and 
accommodations for women and chil- 
dren. It seats 875 people. The next 
largest houses are said to be the 
Pathe of Paris, and West’s Poly- 
technic in London, with seats for 650. 

“For this house,” said one manager, 
“we pay an annual rental of $7500. 
We have been offered $14,000 a year 
for the building, but we don’t need 
tLe money. Consider our weekly ex- 
pense: Electric light and power, 
$120; door tender, $14; ticket seller, 
$15; electrician, $25; operator, $20; 


ple, and never take in less than 
$1500 a week.” 

It is claimed by an authority in the 
business that it cost $40,000 to. fit 
up this St. Louis theater, and $30,000 
for another, and $23,000 for another. 

Among the high grade _  56-cent 
houses three in St. Louis cost $30,000 
each. The movement to convert the 
store shows into better, cleaner, 
safer, higher-toned places and to 
raise the price from a.nickel to 10 
cents is growing. 

At the city license office it is 
stated that there are now 78 moving 
picture shows in operation in St. 
Louls. Some months the number 
reaches 100, but consolidation has set 
in, and it may not be long before 
there is a Nickelodeon or a moving 
picture trust, controlling not only 
films and machines but theaters as 
well. 

The license in St. Louis is $25 a 
month, $100 for six months, $160 for 
12 months. An average of 75 open 
moving picture theaters thus means 
considerable revenue for the city. 

Prices May Go Up. 

The shows now running at 5 cents 
admission represent an average in- 
vestment of $2000, or a total of about 
$150,000. Altogether about $250,000 
is now invested in the business here. 

The average moving picture house 
seats about 99 people, and has an 
average expense of close to $200 a 
week. The doors are usually opep 
from noon until near midnight. The 
5-cent houses usually give 30-minute 
shows, and the 10-cent houses 30 to 
50-minute exhibits. ‘Besides scenic, 
comic and dramatic pieces, many 


ing pictures by the public. But the 
larger capacity and increasing num- 
ber of 10-cent houses must soon 
bring this total each year in St. Louis 
up to $1,000,000. 

And with the development of the 
strictly high-class picture shows, it 
1s expected that the prices will go 
still higher, as in Paris, where lead- 
ing picture theaters charge from 10 
cents to $1 admission. The man- 
agers believe that higher prices for 
exhibits in strictly fire-proof build- 
ings erected specially for the pur- 
pese, and furnished elaborately, will 
appeal to the people. They predict 
that it will not be long before stars 
of the legitimate flesh-and-blood the- 
ater will be seen in the immense 
spread of picture canvas now glim- 
mering before the eyes of the world. 

St. Louls now has a moving pic- 
ture factory, which “canned” Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's visit, the balloon 
reces, and will soon have a dig glass- 
covered stage on the roof, to 
“can” playlets just as they are “can- 
ned” in Paris and New York.

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OMPARED with some great 
strikes of the past the present 
London motor-omnibus strike 

is a somewhat small affair, although, 
of course, it cannot be regarded as 
such from the employers’ and em- 
ployes’ point of view. 

The first four days of the strike in- 
velved a loss of $25,000 in earnings 
to the London Road Car Co., while 
the drivers, conductors, fitters, etc., 
vp strike lost over $7000 in wages. 

The music-hall strike, which began 
ir January of last year, and which 
lasted for about one month, was es- 
timated by’ the National Alliance to 
have cost over $250,000. The salaries 
forfeited by the strikers amounted to 


$168,000, while over $75,000 was paid 
to relmburse many of the artistes. 

The biggest and most costly strikes 
Pngland has experienced was the 
dock strike of 1888, when 80,000 men 
went out for @ penny an hour extra 
wages; the strike of 70,000 engineers, 
in 1897, which cost the country 
at least $26,000,000, and possibly twice 
that amount; and the South Wales 
coal dispute a year later, when 50,000 
threw up their work, and refused to 
swing a pick for 117 days.
